ATTICUS MU I,LIN PROFESSES TO SEE TREND OF 
VOTERS TOWARD ANDREW G. PATTERSON 
Atticua MuHin, variously described by some as a po­ 
litical reporter for the Montgomery Advertiser and by 
otjtars as a more or less official publicity agent for the 
campaign of Charles McDowell, ’for governor, writes an 
article for his paper in which he professes to see a trend 
of voters toward Andrew G. Patterson, of Morgan county. 
Mr. Mullin ascribes this trend as coming from the ranks 
of those persons who do not desire a bond issue for good 
roads. 
Mr. Mullin goes even further and attempts to fix the 
direct course of this additional Patterson strength, by de­ 
claring the existence of rumors that the support is from 
those who “do not want a bond issue at all and are satis­ 
fied with the Alabama road Bystem as it exists at pres­ 
e n t” ‘ 
- 
, 
It Mr. Mullin notices the trend toward Patterson it 
evidences on his part discernment but just what process 
of mental acrobatics he utilises to connect Mr. Patter­ 
son's strength with those “who are satisfied with the sys- 
4 tem as it exists at present” is a bit beyond us. 
Of all of the ^candidates for governor, Mr. Patterson 
has offered probably the most complete change in high­ 
way administration of any of the candidates. 
The Morgan county candidate proposes to raise the 
revenue for road construction by other means than bond 
issues and he proposes also the complete reorganization 
of the state highway commission. 
That plan certainly 
does not denote satisfaction with “the system as it exists 
at present.” 
Mr. Mullin continues: 
Whether the reports and humors recounted are 
true or not, there has been a noticeable amount of 
jubilation in the Patterson camp recently and a notice­ 
able amount óf publicity, politicians point out, has 
very recently been accorded him by the same papers 
Which two or three weeks ago circulated a rumor that 
he was about to withdraw. At that time Mr. Patter- 
solt announced he would not withdraw and, has been 
actively campaigning since and has declared against 
any and ail road bond issues, so reports from places 
he has made speeches havt? said. 
Supporters of Lieutenant Governor McDowell ad­ 
mitted Wednesday that they had heard rumors to the 
effect that Mr. Patterson would carry the banner of 
those who oppose the construction of roads through 
the issuance of bonds. However, they stated they had 


HENRY FORD BACK IN SHOALS FIGHT. ATTACKS 
OFFER MADE BY POWER COMBINE 
'Henry Ford, the man who really saved MusclA Shoals 
from the scrap heap, by making an offer for the project, 
at a time when its friends even were wondering whether 
any responsible agency cared to develop the Tennessee 
river waterpower, is back in the fight 
In an editorial in the Dearborn Independent, Mr. Ford's 
periodical, the Detroiter asserts: 
“Those who failed to 
scrsp Muscle Shoals by saying it was ‘not worth a nickel’ 
are now trying to hamstring it by loading it with interest- 
bearing government capital. Either way, it comes to the 
same thing so far as the establishment of the electric 
chemical industry at Muscle Shoals and the production of 
fertilizer for farmers are concerned. The fanners can go 
to Chile for their nitrates as in the past, and the electro­ 
chemical industry can go to Canija and Norway as it has 
been doing, and the water power on the Tennessee river 
can go to waste by non-use, until the power combine gets 
ready to exploit its use,” 
Mr. Ford evidently intended to intimate also that the 
people of the Tennessee Valley can go to—a much warmer 
climate at the same time, so far as the power group is 
concerned. 
.< 
Mr. Ford spares few words in his scathing indictment of 
the power company’s bid. 
He says: ‘ 
“Then the combine which said Muscle Shoals was ‘not 
worth a nickel* and wanted it scrapped began to fight 
the Ford proposal that made it worth millions and worth 
putting into production. Their purpose was the same in 
both instances. 
That purpose was to eliminate a great 
work which under competent management, could break 
the power trust, the Chilean nitrate trust and the alumi 
"jnum trust in the United States. This had to be prevented 
at all costs. 
"To prevent Muscle Shoals from being used to expose 
the gross over charge made for power; to prevent ex 
posure of the gross robbery of the farmer in fertilizer, 
the power combine strained every raanur**» 
If wnnld r> 
permit Muscle Shoals to be operated except as a compon­ 
ent part of the system of superpower exploitation now 
practiced upon the American people. That explains the 
long fight made against the Ford offer. 
' ' 
“The situation at present has two aspects: 
First, the 
contentment of the power combine that no final disposi­ 
tion of Muscle Shoals shall be made, because right now 
the combine is the beneficiary of the power that is be­ 
ing produced at the Wilson Dam power station. The gov 
ernment sells the power to the power combine st a price 
which makes it almost a gift. 
Second, the present offer 
and bid of the power combine, recommended by a ma­ 
jority of the joint committee, proposes to charge all that 
the running water will bear regardless of its cost and this 
financial arrangement is designed, not to produce eco­ 
nomic fertilizer at Muscle Shoals, but to defeat its eco­ 
nomic production. 
* 
• 
. 
“The power combine’s fertiliser offer, favorably re­ 
ported by a majority of the joint committee, does not guar­ 
antee to make fertilizer st Muscle Shoals. 
The power 
combine is bound to nothing more than an experiment in 
making fertilizer. 
The language of the proposal is very 
clear on this—if the synthetic process does not work, ‘some 
other' method may be tried, and no limit is placed on the 
number of methods they may try nor the amount of time 
they may spend in experimenting. This does not promise 
fertilizer. 
The power trust which is preventing Muscle 
Shoals from reducing the cost to the power consumer is 
not going to injure its sister trust by reducing the cost 
of fertilizer to the farmer. 
“It has long been accepted by those at Washington who 
stand for national defense and the production of ferti­ 
lizer at Muscle Shoals, that no offer except one ‘as good 
or better than the Ford offer,’ should be considered. The 
Ford offer was based on the principle of the largest use 
at the lowest cost. 
It reduced interest charges to the 
minimum. 
It was, in fact, an engineer’s proposal, not a 
banker’s proposal. Mr. Ford never could understand, and 
does not understand today, why bankers should be per­ 
mitted to collect interest from power consumers on the 
regulated flow of a river. 
In Henry Ford’s proposal 
sinking fund payments were placed at four per cent in­ 
terest, compounded annually, which would return to the 
government at the end of 100 years the capital cost of the 
Muscle Shoals dams. 
The offer by the power combine 
to pay a maximum of $1,800,000 at these two dams oh 
account of headwater improvements can be considered aa 
the power combine’s sinking fund plan and compared with 
jKenry Ford’s sinking fund plan. The saving between the 
Ford plan of amortization and the power combine's plan 
is the difference between $81,000,000 and $3,232,000, or 
$77,768,000. The public pays the difference. Henry Ford 
proposed to produce power and fertiliser; the power com­ 
bine proposes to produce watered stock and dividends. 
Worse than that; it asks the government to go partner in 
the scheme and the majority of the ioint i-nm 
jVtllV tvill «Tlvlcf Orí 
Muscle Shoals actually agrees!”

The people of the Tennessee Valley were wholeheart­ 
edly for the Henry Ford offer, so long as it remained be­ 
fore congress. 
If it were renewed, they would be for it 
again, but unfortunately he has no offer pending.
